But Oliver said: ‘We will have 
more to say on the subject in Brazil 
It is the intent of the parties to join 
forces. Tom has a lot of engineering 
skills and some people, and an 
intention to produce a successful 
team. We have a team which needs 
those elements to be successful. So 
it's a natural marriage. There are 
many factors which will or will not 
contribute to that process, and they 
are not defined yet: 

Oliver indicated that the 
intention of his arrangement with 
Walkinshaw was to keep him 
involved with Arrows as ‘a major 
part of the programme through 
until the millennium’, but that he 
would no longer be team principal 

It is understood that Walkinshaw 
is extremely keen to keep hold of 
Ligiers Mugen Honda engine, 
which he rates very highly, for 
1997. Indeed, Power Horse boss 
Alfred Inzinger said on Tuesday that 
Walkinshaw was in Japan finalising 
the team’s engine deal, which 


would be announced in Brazil. If 
this is true, it can probably only be 
to run the Mugen. Otherw a deal 
whereby Walkinshaw arranges fora 
major manufacturer to badge the 
Hart engine that Arrows uses this 
year cannot be ruled out. A 
favourite for any such arrangement 
would be Volvo. TWR runs the 
Swedish company’s cars in the 
British Touring Car Championship, 
and it will begin production of 
coupes and cabriolet versions of the 
850 range in a joint venture at a new 
plant in Urdwael in Sweden in June. 
Walkinshaw has made no secret 
of his ambition to run his own FI 
team, and wanted to take over 
Ligier 100%. But while Briatore was 
happy to sell his 85% shareholding, 
founder Guy Ligier would not sell 
the remaining 15%. He did not 
want the team to move away 
from France, and Walkinshaw 
was in the process of moving 
it to England. When French 
politics intervened in the 
stalemate, Walkinshaw 
became frustrated and 
left the team.

Most T staff at Ligier - 
including technical director Frank 
Dernie - would be expected to 
switch to Arrows, although a TWR 
spokesman said on Monday that 
they could stay at the French team 
if they wanted. And although many 
of the TWR-sourced sponsors were 
sold their deals on the back of an 
involvement with a French team, 
whether they would want to stay 
with it in such a situation is 
another matter. 

His own Fl team will be yet 
another string in Walkinshaw’s 
bow. He already owns teams in the 
British Formula 3 and British and 
Australian Touring Car 
Championships. He is also still 
engineering director of Benetton. 
TWR's turnover was £300 million 
last year, and it is expected to 
explode this year after road car 
production starts. It would not be a 
surprise if its turnover soared to £1

Williams technical boss Patrick 
Head has broken his team's silence 
on Ayrton Senna’s fatal accident by 
announcing he does not agree with 
the official report’s conclusion that 
steering failure caused the crash 
The report alleges that the 
steering column fatigued and that 
only a tiny part of it was intact 
when the three-time World 
Champion lost control during the 
1994 San Marino Grand Prix. The 
report has yet to be published, but 
Professor Enrico Lorenzini, the 
chairman of the official 
investigating commission, has 
admitted its contents (see 
AUTOSPORT, December 14, 1995). 
But Head said this week: ‘We 
haven't had the opportunity to look 
at any of the parts properly, but 
(the conclusion) would not tie in 
with the data we have from the car. 
‘The technical report states in 
black and white that the data on the 
car indicates that the steering was 
working correctly at the time of 
impact. And then at the end it says 
the car must have gone off the track 
because the driver couldn't steer. It 
doesn't try to say how the data does 
not tie in with their judgement.’

Head, however, made it clear 
that he was not questioning the 
expertise of the report's authors. 

“The report says there was fatigue 
cracking in the column. The people 
who did the material analysis are 
too capable to identify fatigue 
cracks and for there not to be any.’ 

It has been suggested that the 
column broke after it was 
weakened by a modification made 
on the eve of the race. 

But Head explained that the 
modification was undertaken 
before the start of the season. 
‘After Senna was hit by Nicola 
Larini at the start of the Pacific GP 
(round two), the steering column 
was subjected to very careful 
fatigue crack detection in the 
factory. There were no cracks and 
it was straight, so it was judged that 
it had not been subjected to any 
unusual load in the impact, so it 
was put back on the car.’ 

Head said he understood that the 
report into the accident would be 
published after this year’s San 
Marino GP, which is on May 5.

Prost takeover stories amuse Dennis 


McLaren boss Ron Dennis has 
denied rumours that he is to be 
replaced by McLaren technical 
adviser and four-time World 
Champion Alain Prost. 

The stories were the hottest 
piece of gossip last week, after a 
story to that effect appeared in the 
German tabloid, Bild Zeitung. 

But Dennis said: ‘1am amused by 
the whole thing. I am sure it is 
some other team owner being 
mischievous. There is absolutely 
no foundation in it. The day I stop 
racing will be when I am winning, 
not when I'm not. There will be a 
time for me to retire, but it 
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certainly hasn't arrived yet.’ 

Mercedes boss Norbert Haug 
said: ‘The rumours started in 
Germany, and I warned Ron to 
expect them. We tested at 
Silverstone last week (sce page 
eight), we did 250 miles without 
any problems and we were faster 
than Jean Alesi’s Benetton — and 
they're the world champions. 

‘If we win a Grand Prix, then you 
can forget all this "Poor old Ron 
business. Sure, we had problems 
with the car in Melbourne, but 
Alain has tested it and says that 
once it is developed it will be 
second only to the Williams.’ 
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Ferrari shelves 
radical gearbox 


Ferrari is to run the rear-end from 
last year's Formula 1 car on the 
new F310 in the two forthcoming 
South American Grands Prix as a 
short-term solution to its gearbox 
reliability problems. 

After the Australian Grand Prix, 
Ferrari discovered that the new, 
narrow-bottomed, fabricated 
titanium gearbox had hairline 
cracks in it, After testing a gearbox 
and rear suspension from the 1995 
$1212 last week, Ferrari has now 
decided in the interests of 
reliability to run it in Brazil this 
weekend and Argentina on April 7. 

The new gearbox was designed 
with optimum aerodynamic 
efficiency and weight in mind. 
Using the old gearbox also 
necessitates the use of last year's 
rear suspension and less 
sophisticated diffuser. But the 
team says there is little difference 
in performance between the two 
set-ups, something that reflects the 
sensitivity of the chassis. 

Ferrari will revert to the new 
gearbox for the start of the 
European season at Germany's 
Nurburgring on April 28.

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Marques called up 
for a home debut 


Brazilian Tarso Marques’ will 
partner Pedro Lamy at Italian 
Formula 1 team Minardi for the 
two South American Grands Prix 
this weekend and next, the team 
confirmed last week. 

The 19-year-old, who finished 
fifth overall with one race win in 
the FIA Formula 3000 International 
Championship last year, is filling 
the seat left vacant when Japanese 
Taki Inoue ran into sponsorship 
problems before the first race. 

Minardi boss Giancarlo Minardi 
said: ‘I have been watching Tarso 
since early last year. He drove our 
car at (Ferrari’s test track) Fiorano 
in December and he proved to us 
then that he was more than ready 
for Formula 1. Without wishing to 
sound over-confident, I believe 
that we'll see another interesting 
F1 debut in Brazil.’ 

It is thought that Inoue may 
begin his season at the European 
Grand Prix at the Nurburgring at 
the end of April. But Minardi and 
Ferrari test driver Giancarlo 
Fisichella, who impressed on his 
Grand Prix debut in Melbourne 
three weeks ago, said last week 
that it is ‘possible that I will do 
three of four more Grands Prix for 
the team this year.’ 


Jordan relaunches 
mid-wing concept 


Jordan last week tested a mid-wing 
on its Peugeot-powered 196 
Formula 1 car, which the team is 
set to run at the Argentinian Grand 
Prix next weekend. 

Jordan’s use of the mid-wing 
caused a degree of amusement in 
Fl circles last week because its 
technical director Gary Anderson 
had dismissed the device’s 
effectiveness when McLaren used 
a similar device last season. 

But Anderson said that the new 
cockpit regulations had allowed 
him to use a bigger wing. 

The width of the wing is 
determined by the width of the 
cockpit, and because the new 
cockpits are 10mm wider than last 
year’s, the wing can increase in 
size from 500mm to 600mm. 

‘That’s a 20% increase,’ said 
Anderson, ‘so it’s not a bad gain in 
downforce. We ran it at Silverstone 
to see if it was stable enough and 
now we're trying to get it 
organised for Argentina. That one 
was the first off the production line.’ 

Anderson’s wing has one other 
advantage over McLaren’s version. 
While McLaren's treatment created 
a slablike profile, Jordan has 
produced a more elegant, curved 
integration with the engine cover. 


McLaren backs karting talent 


McLaren and Mercedes have put 
their backing behind karting in an 
attempt to give more youngsters 
the chance to make it to Formula 1. 

The pair’s involvement in the 
new national junior karting 
championships was announced 
last week. The McLaren Mercedes 
Champions of the Future Series 
will be backed by sponsors of the 
Grand Prix team, and will feature 
in six half-hour long TV shows 
starting in October after the finish 
of the championships. 

Dennis said: ‘It’s nice to put 
something back into the sport. It’s 
all about kids having fun and 


developing their driving talent.’ 

Dennis has taken a five-year 
option to back the series. ‘If the 
first season goes smoothly, is 
conducted professionally, and is a 
credit to McLaren and Mercedes, 
we will carry it on for another four 
years,’ he said. 

The initiative was launched at the 
F1 Chelsea indoor kart arena as part 
of an evening hosted by McLaren. 
The racing was won by McLaren 
test driver Jan Magnussen, a three- 
time World Karting Champion.

Honda rides the 
wave to Surfers’ 


Honda will be looking to continue 
its unbeaten run in the PPG 
IndyCar World series this weekend 
around the 2.8mile Surfers 
Paradise street circuit. 

After dominating the opening 
two oval races at Homestead and 
Rio with wins for Jimmy Vasser and 
Andre Ribeiro, plus strong 
performances from Gil de Ferran 
and Alex Zanardi, Honda starts the 
65-lap race favourite for victory. 

Best-placed to displace them at 
the front is the Lola-Ford of points 
leader Scott Pruett, who will be 
anxious to extend his lead in the 
championship over Vasser.

IRL gets heavy 
on its trademarks 


IndyCar has to stop using the 
‘IndyCar’ trademark by April 17, 
according to Tony George, the 
president of the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway and founder of 
the breakaway Indy Racing League. 

The ‘IndyCar’ trademark was 
registered by the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway five years ago and 
licenced to IndyCar in an 
agreement struck by former 
IndyCar chairman Bill Stokkan. 
The agreement with Indianapolis 
was based on a 99-year lease 
enabling CART or IndyCar to use 
the trademark. 

However, in George’s letter of 
termination to IndyCar dated 
March 18, he claims it has violated 
the terms of that agreement in 
deciding to promote the US 500 on 
the same day as this year’s 80th 
Indianapolis 500, and as a 
consequence is criticising the Indy 
500. He claims he can legally 
terminate the agreement given 30 
days written notice. 

George’s letter permits CART or 
IndyCar to use the PPG Indy Car 
World Series trademark for the 
remainder of the 1996 season, but 
not thereafter. 

IndyCar president Andrew Craig 
made no comment on the subject. 


Live BTCC gets the Beeb’s nod 


BBC TV has given the green light to 
the British Touring Car 
Championship going live in 1997 
(see AUTOSPORT, March 21) — and 
the irrepressible Murray Walker 
could be its voice. 

The BBC’s decision to televise at 
least three races live follows its loss 
of Grand Prix racing to ITV from 
1997. A five-year contract has been 
signed between the BBC and BTCC 
organiser TOCA, taking it to 2002, 
with an option for a further five. 

This year, BHP’s popular 30- 
minute highlights package will 
continue as the mainstay of the 
BBC’s coverage, but will be 


expanded to 15 hours in 1997, 

Speaking at the BICC media 
launch last week, TOCA boss Alan 
Gow said: ‘No other motorsport 
series boasts this level of long- 
term, guaranteed coverage 
anywhere in the world.’ 

Live venues are still to be 
selected, but sources say that this 
year’s British Grand Prix support 
race could be used as a dry run. 

Walker's involvement is yet to be 
finalised, and could be jeopardised 
if he is offered an ITV F1 contract. 
He said: ‘I haven't committed myself 
yet. But if it’s possible, I'd love still 
to be involved with the BTCC.’

Audi leapfrogs Volvo | 


as test war heats up 


Frank Biela blitzed the British 
Touring Car Championship 
regulars at Donington 
Park in Audi's first official 
test on Monday — just two 
weeks before the opening 
round of the series at the 
Leicestershire circuit. 

Audi A4 driver Biela set 
a fastest lap of 1m36.372s 
in very cold conditions — 
almost half a second 
better than anyone else 
could manage and 1.46s quicker 
than John Cleland’s 1995 pole time 
in a Vauxhall Cavalier. 

Biela believed his best lap, set on 
a qualifying combination of four 
soft race tyres, was exceptional, 
but he felt he could comfortably 
lap around the 1m36.6s mark. That 
was borne out by eight more laps 
in the 1m36s bracket. 

But despite his speed, Biela 
remained cagey on his chances of 
winning the season opener on 
Easter Monday: ‘Don’task,’ he said. 
‘T really don’t know. It’s close.’ 

Winter pace-setters Volvo came 
closest to matching the Audi pace, 
with Rickard Rydell running two 
laps under 1m37s, including a best 
1m36.717. ‘It’s not really front- 
wheel-drive weather,’ said the 
Swede, feeling that the difficulties of 
getting heat into the rear tyres of the 
front-drivers made a big difference 
in the near-zero temperatures. 

BMW’s Joachim Winkelhock and 
Roberto Ravaglia were reasonably 
pleased, the German third quickest 
and the only other driver to drop 
below 1m37s. Ravaglia was fifth 
despite losing most of the 
afternoon to an engine change. 

Alain Menu split the BMWs, 
happy with the progress made on 
the new Renault Laguna at 
Pembrey last week and during the 
morning. But the Swiss was 
disappointed to be unable to 
improve in the afternoon. 

The second 1996-spec Laguna 


was completed at 1.00am on the 
morning of the test and Will 
Hoy suffered teething 
troubles which restricted 
him to four flying laps. 

Kelvin Burt couldn't 
match his Volvo team 


mate, but runs on 
his best tyres were 
interrupted by red 
flags. John  Bintcliffe, 
meanwhile, was in

Mercedes says C-Class is legal 


Mercedes-Benz has denied 
allegations from its International 
Touring Car Championship rivals 
that the C-Class racer contravenes 
the Class 1 technical regulations. 

The 1996-spec C-Class includes 
extensive use of carbon-fibre 
within its cockpit, plus moveable 
‘ballast’ underneath the chassis 
that is moved fore and aft to aid 
traction under acceleration and 
braking. Mercedes’s rivals claim the 
carbon-fibre is a monocoque and 
that a moving weight is illegal. But 
Mercedes refutes this, pointing to 
an inspection for the FIA, the 


sport's governing body, last week. 

‘The car was checked and re- 
checked by Peter Wright of the FIA 
and complies with the rules,’ said 
Mercedes motorsport boss Norbert 
Haug. ‘The moving weight is part 
of the suspension and is legal.’ 

Wright said: ‘Its a _ very 
interesting car, but there’s nothing 
I can comment on in detail. I put 
my report in to (FIA technical 
delegate) Gabriele Cadringher, and 
he makes the final decisions. The 
only point I'd make is that if ballast 
moves and isn’t bolted down, it’s 
not ballast.’ 
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Top teams hit out at 
‘dictatorial’ Le Mans 


The organiser of the Le Mans 24 
Hours has come in for criticism 
over its method of selecting cars 
from the monster entry it received 
for this year’s endurance classic. 
Several high-profile teams have 
hit out at the Automobile Club de 
l'Ouest after having their entrics for 
the June 15/16 race turned down 
The attack was led by Momo 


Corse boss Giampiero 
Moretti, who had _ his 
Ferrari 333SP refused, 
despite being widely- 


credited with persuading 
the factory to allow its 
World Sports Cars to 
compete at Le Mans. 

‘They are like South 
American dictators,’ said 
sportscar veteran Moretti, 
who claimed that he had been 
given special dispensation to lodge 
his entry fee after the official 
closing date of March 10. 

But the ACO’s Alain Bertaut 
claimed that no such arrangement 
existed, ‘We didn't give this 
permission,’ he said. ‘Mr Moretti 
was late with his money.’ 

The Giroix Racing Team, which 
finished fifth in last year’s race with 


a McLaren F1 GTR, was only given 
a place on the reserve list 
Team boss Fabien Giroix said: 


‘We don’t understand _ this 
decision.’ Bertaut, however, 
claimed there was no. special 


reason for GRT’s omission, saying 
that not all 11 McLarens entered 
could be accepted. 

Lanzante Motorsport was also 
unhappy. It won the race 
in 1995 with a McLaren 
run in conjunction with 
the factory, but this year 
there was no room for its 
Porsche 911 GT2, which 
was second in class and 
fourth overall in Sunday's 
round two of the Global 
Endurance GT Series 

‘You win one year and 
don’t get an entry the next,’ said 
team owner Paul Lanzante, who 
also had his Porsche turned down in 
1995. ‘Td like to know what I have 
to do to get an entry next year 

From the 107 entries received, 
the ACO has picked 70 cars to go 
forward to prequalifying at Le Mans 
on April 28. With 10 granted byes,

Kenny Brack remained top of the tree 
in the new4ook Formula 3000 when he 
finished last week's two-day official test 
at Estoril. The track dried on the 
afternoon of the second day, allowing 
Draco’s Ricardo Zonta to put in a flier 
and go closest to the Super Nova 
driver's 1m32.63s best. Marc Goossens 
climbed to third for the Astromega team. 


British Formula 3 will be broadcast on 
Sky Television this year, with 28 
Programmes scheduled during the year. 
‘This will be a zappy, different and 
entertaining show and will appeal to a 
wider audience,’ said Dave Price of 
FOTA. The programme, to be called 
Formula 3, will be presented by Vanessa 
Bewley, and compliments the F3 
coverage already shown on Eurosport 
and ITV. The first programme is 
screened tonight (Thursday) at 2230. 


Mugen is expanding into the French 
Formula 3 Championship for the first 
time, supplying engines to RJ 
Motorsport. Neil Brown, which tunes 
Mugens for the British series, has run 
the engine on French-spec fuel and 
reckons the new-for-'96 Elf brew gives 
about 3-4bhp more than British series 
fuel, with 6-8% better acceleration.

Clerico steps back 
with fledgling team 


Frenchman Emmanuel Clerico has 
taken a surprise step down to 
Formula 3 after two competitive 
seasons in Formula 3000. 

Clerico will race in the German 
Formula 3 Championship for the 
new Shannon Racing team after 
failing to secure the funds to try to 
improve on his sixth place in 
last year’s FIA Formula 3000 
International Championship. 

‘Maybe it is a big step down in 
power,’ said 26-year-old Clerico, 
‘but it’s still a single-seater. My goal 
remains Formula 1. If you have an 
Fl test drive when you are racing 
touring cars or a GT car, you can’t 
prove anything because you are 
not used to single-seaters.’ 

Favourite to join Clerico in 
Shannon's two-car line-up of 
Dallara-Opels is Italian Massimiliano 
Angelelli, who has raced in F3 for 
the past seven seasons. But, as 
AUTOSPORT closed for press, 
Angelelli was holding out for a seat 
in the German Super Touring Cup. 

The formation of a Shannon 
Racing team in Germany, to add to 
its French, Italian and Austrian arms, 
came after the Irish-based financial 
group that is bank-rolling the 
Shannon racing programmes split 
with the Prema PowerTeam. 


But Gianni Bianchi doesn’t want 
me to drive for another team in 
Germany, and my _ three-year 
contract with KMS, not Benetton.

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LOOKING BACK AT THE GLORY DAYS 


ne of my most valued 
possessions is a complete run 
of Indianapolis Yearbooks, first 
published in 1946, the year of 
my birth. There are 47 
altogether (the races from 1969 
to 1972 covered in a single 
volume), and I wouldn't be 
easily parted from them. 

Last week, I bought the latest edition, 
dealing with Jacques Villeneuve's victory last 
year, and it will almost certainly be the last, for 
the Indianapolis management - increasingly 
prone to erratic decisions, it seems - has 
apparently informed the book's publisher, Carl 
Hungness, that he must produce no more. 

I was sad to hear of this, but not altogether 
surprised, for IMS president Tony George and 
his cohorts have lately shown scant regard for 
history and tradition, which I would have 
thought the highest cards in their hand. If, after 
all. George can wilfully dispense with virtually 
every eam and driver of consequence at his 
time-honoured race, the shutting out of a small 
publisher is a mere trifle. 

Perhaps it is appropriate, though, that the 
last Hungness book covers what may well 
have been the last real Indianapolis 500, at 
least for the time being. When Jim Nabors 
warbles ‘Back Home Again In Indiana’ on May 
26, he will not be addressing the stars of 
Indycar racing, for they will be out of earshot, 
preparing for the US 500 at Michigan. 

Over the weekend I dug out some early Indy 
Yearbooks, in search of information about the 
Blue Crown Specials, which won three 500s 
on the trot, in the immediate post-war years. 
The prompting had come from 
last Wednesday’s press lunch at 
Goodwood, in anticipation of 
the Festival of Speed, to be held, 
as usual, in June. 

The ‘Goodwood weekend’ 
has become almost my favourite 
of the year, and this summer it 
fails again, happily, between two 
Grands Prix. As ever, the list of 
cars scheduled to appear is 
Staggering, as the Earl of March 
revealed last week, and foremost 
among them - for me, anyway - 
is the Blue Crown Special, which 
Bill Holland drove to victory at 
Indianapolis in 1949. 


Karl Kling's Mercedes-Benz 


Holland had been second to his team mate, 
Mauri Rose, in the two previous 500s, and it 
seems clear that there was something of a 
grudge match between them, stemming from 
the 1947 race, which Holland led comfortably 
until the late stages. Given that his drivers 
were running 1-2, car builder Lou Moore gave 
both an ‘E-Z’ signal from the pits, which 
Holland obeyed, and Rose did not. 

On lap 193, with seven to the flag, Rose 
went by, but the cruising Holland was 
unconcerned, believing himself to be a lap 
ahead. It was not so, and when acquainted 
with the fact, after the race, Holland seems to 
have responded with consummate 
disappointment. Quite understandable, you 
may think, but, in fact, he had only himself to 
blame, for at a drivers’ briefing the day before 
officials had run through the operation of the 
new scoreboard. This clearly showed the two 
drivers as being on the same lap, but Holland 
failed properly to comprehend it, having 
skipped the briefing... 

The 1947 Yearbook suggests he was not 
easily appeased, ‘After I got the signal I thought 
I had it in the bag. I could have won by a lap 
and a half. The first time I knew I didn’t win 
the race was when I pulled into the pits, and I 
heard the announcer say Holland was second. 
My wife had come from the stands to kiss me. 
It was the lousiest deal I ever got’ 

The lovely thing about these books is that 
they constitute a sort of potted social history. 
This was truly the ‘Honey, I'm home!’ 
America, when kids had crewcuts, doctors 
featured in cigarette ads, and Senator Joseph 
McCarthy had only recently started getting 
his headaches. 

I delved for more on Mr Holland, and found 
that - surprise! - he was a model citizen. ‘His 
life is clean. He neither smokes nor drinks, 
and when travelling either has his wife or 
eldest daughter as company. Off the track you 
would take him for the fine businessman he is. 
Acredit to the sport! 

So there you are. A fellow with lifestyle and 
manners beyond reproach. Until the Indy 500 
is taken away from him, anyway. 

A racing driver's life was indeed different in 
those days. The late Lou Meyer, the first man to 
win three 500s, once told me this about Rose, 
another three-time winner: ‘Most of us used to 
drive trucks, or something like that, in the 
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winter, but Mauri used to work at Cummins 
Diesel in Indianapolis. And he'd clock out at 
lunchtime, come to the Speedway, qualify his 
car for the 500, then go back and clock in again 
for the afternoon shift.’ 

You did not, in other words, make a living 
from being a race driver, even at 
Indianapolis level, but Holland did better 
than most. He owned a roller-skating rink in 
Reading, Pennsylvania. 

In 1948 Rose beat him fair and square, but 
the following year Bill dominated from the 
start, earning himself and his car owner 
$60,000, a nifty sum back then. The Blue 
Crown Specials were Offenhauser-powered, 
like all the successful Indianapolis cars of the 
period, but truly remarkable was that they 
were front-wheel drive. I look forward to 
seeing Holland's car in June. 

That, and much else, too. Lance 
Reventlow’s beautiful, if unsuccessful, 1960 
Scarab F1 car will be there, for example, 
together with all the ‘long-nose’ D-Type 
Jaguars on the planet, a selection of Matras, 
and hosts of cars from the Porsche and 
Mercedes-Benz collections. 

Last year Mercedes brought over, among 
other celebrated creations, the very 300SLR 
which won the Mille Miglia in 1955, anda 
most moving moment it was, too, when 
Stirling Moss and Denis Jenkinson took it up 
the hill. This time two W196s will be there, 
one a conventional monoposto, the other, less 
frequently seen, a streamliner of the kind used 
by Fangio and Kling on the company’s 
immediately dominant return to Grand Prix 
racing at Reims in 1954. 

Of even more interest to me, though, will 
be another 300SLR, this the ‘airbrake' car, 
which I have never seen. Unhappily, it is 
necessarily wedded to remembrances of the 
Le Mans disaster in 1955, for it was Pierre 
Levegh’s car which hit Lance Macklin’s Austin- 
Healcy, and thence flew into the spectator 
area opposite the pits, But in the early part of 
the race, there was an absolutely no-holds- 
barred fight for the lead between the great 
Juan Manuel in a 300SLR and Mike 
Hawthorn... ina long-nose D-Type. 

There are 68 cars on the current list, and 
more are expected. If Goodwood appeals 
strongly to me because it evokes memories 
of motor racing as it was when I first became 
hooked, so I swiftly tire of 
folk who have no good word 
for the contemporary scene. 
A couple of years ago, Martin 
Brundle took the McLaren- 
Peugeot up the hill, and Ron 
Dennis has promised that the 
latest McLaren-Mercedes will 
be on hand in June. I will 
have seen the car the 
weekend before, in 
Montreal, and I'll see it the 
weekend after, in Magny- 
Cours, but I guarantee you it 
will look faster, and more 
dramatic, past the Earl of

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nacouple of weeks time, I 
start my first full season 
with Alfa Romeo in the 
International Touring Car 
Championship. I'm really 
looking forward to it, but I 
know I'm going to miss 
racing in the British Touring 
Car Championship a lot. 

I love the BTCC. For me, it’s the 
best championship in Europe, 
with so many manufacturers 
involved and so many good 
drivers. But at the moment, Alfa 
doesn’t have the right car to be 
competitive in Super Touring and 
we have to wait for the new 
Giulietta, which I hope arrives in 
time for next season. For sure, I'd 
like to come back to England 
with a good car, and if that means 
1997, then why not? 

The other thing I'll miss out on 
is what’s happening in your 
English Premier League. It’s a big 
problem for me. Okay, I know 
that Nottingham Forest never 
seem to put Silenzi in the team, 
but I still like to see how Gullitt 
and ‘my friend’ Bergkamp are 
doing since we sent them to you 
from Italy. In return, you sent us 
Paul Ince... 

For this year, everything 
around me is new. I have a new 
team in JAS, a new car in the 1996 
Alfa, a new team mate in Jason 
Watt - and /’m still pretty new to 
Class 1 as well, having only done 


a handful of races at the end of 
last year. I'm hoping that I can 
win races, but for that I need to 
build up my confidence and 
experience with the car, and we 
need to be able to race 
competitively with Mercedes. 

I tested the new car at Estoril 
and I have to say that I don’t feel 


as comfortable with its feel as I 
did in my Super Touring Alfa. It’s 
not that it’s more difficult to 
drive, or take to the limit - it’s 
just that I need more miles to 
really get to understand it and 
feel confident. 

Compared with last year’s, the 
1996 Alfa is a big improvement. It’s 
similar to the 1995 Step 2 car, but 
with a lot of little improvements 
and - | hope - the reliability that 
we didn’t always have during the 
"95 season. 

The chassis is basically the 
same as last year, except a little 
stiffer and with a slightly longer 
wheelbase, and for the first 
couple of races the engine will 
be last year’s too. We'll get an 
improved one after that, but I still 
don’t think it will have the same 
sort of maximum power as the 
Mercedes cars. 

The main improvements come 
with the aerodynamics and the 
weight of the car. We have a new 
diffuser, which gives us more rear 
end downforce and more speed’ 
on the straights, plus we have 
managed to lose around 40kg by 
just attention to the details. Last 
year, we were probably 20kg over 
the weight limit. Now, we are 
20kg under, which means we can 
put ballast in the best places. 

It adds up to a car which I’m 
certain can beat the Opels, no 
problem. But can we beat the

One last change in a long list is 
that I won't be doing any more F1 
testing for Tyrrell this year. Last 
year was a good opportunity to 
discover how much the 
technology had changed since I 
was last doing it regularly, and 
being able to take part in the 
European Grand Prix at the 
Nurburgring was a real bonus 
This year, however, the IT¢ 
season is going to be too busy to 
split my time on other things, 
especially with the races in Japan 
and Brazil 

That means my only scheduled 
visit to England will be for the 
Silverstone ITC round in August 
But don't worry, because | intend 
to be back again a lot more in the 
future - after all, how can I keep 
away from the BTCC and the 
Premier League? @

On the other hand, the red cars 
were, by Schumacher’s own 
assessment, at least half a second a 
lap slower than the Williamses, and 
the team spent last week in Italy 
trying to resolve another worrying 
problem with the F310’s high-tech 
new gearbox, which could cause 
the team to hack the back of last 
year’s Car on to its now not-so-proud 
new machine (see Pit & Paddock). 
It is, of course, impossible to 
predict what lies in store for Ferrari 
this season and next. Whether 
Schumacher and Irvine are in line for 
yet more months of unfulfilled 
promise and wasted resources, or 
whether we are going to see the 
world’s most famous Grand Prix 
team gradually drag itself up to being 
a genuine challenge to Williams. 
One thing is clear, though, 


Melbourne does not provide 
enough evidence. As Williams 
technical director Patrick Head says: 
‘People who try to predict form 
from the first race don’t know very 
much about motor racing’ And it 
will be impossible to judge Ferrari's 
true potential until we see them on 
a few custom-made race tracks. 

To that end, Brazil may be a better 
witness, but if the resurfacing of the 
Interlagos track has for the second 
year running failed to get rid of the 
bumps which led to so many 
complaints last year, even this 
weekend may not give a true 
picture. Especially as Ferrari, with 
all its problems in mind, is treating 
the two South American races as an 
extended test session. But at this 
early stage it does seem as if 
Schumacher’s prediction that 
Ferrari will only win two or three 
races this season is not going to be 
too far wide of the mark. 

Ferrari engineers have already 
expressed their delight at working 
with Schumacher and Irvine instead 
of Gerhard Berger and Jean Alesi. 
But while it is true that Alesi was not 
particularly highly respected by the 
team, which also felt that Berger 
was not as committed as he might 
be, it is something of a Ferrari 
tradition to criticise its old drivers 
when it signs new ones. 

Nevertheless, Schumacher has 
impressed the team enormously 
with his testing abilities, 
commitment and, after Melbourne, 
his relentless race pace. Like Ayrton

great deal of work to do. Williams 
have a clear advantage, but their car 
(a development of the 1995 FW17) 
could be close to the limit of its 
potential, while ours still has a lot 
more to come. Logical though 
Schumacher’s opinion may seem, 
you can't help feeling that he may be 
undérestimating the ability of Head 
and chief designer Adrian Newey. 
Despite Irvine's splendid showing 
in qualifying in Melbourne, when 
he sneaked ahead of his team mate, 
no one in Ferrari seriously expects 
him to be quick enough to worry 
his team mate on a regular basis. 
Surprisingly, however, although the 
Irishman was expected to win 
many fans in Italy for what was 
expected to turn out to be his more 
human and passionate approach, so 
far that has not been the case, 
Although you might imagine that 
his qualifying ahead of Schumacher 
would be interpreted by Italians as 
an indication of a driver with a lot of 
heart, Italian colleagues say the tifosi 
were disappointed by the way he let 
Schumacher by on the second lap in 
Australia. They would have preferred 
him to resist the pressure for longer. 
It is not enough just to be a 
Ferrari driver to win the hearts of 
the Italian fans. They want verve 
and drama from their drivers - 
which explains why Gilles 
Villeneuve is idolised still in Italy, 
while much less affection is felt for 
Jody Scheckter, the man who won 
the team’s last World Drivers’ 
Championship. At the moment, 
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‘Congratulations Mr Hill it's a win.’ 
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Irvine is still a mystery to Italian 
fans. They don’t know who he is, let 
alone how good he is, and he will 
have to show more toughness for 
them to devote themselves to him. 

Irvine, though, probably couldn’t 
care less, and in truth those are 
insignificant issues as far as Ferrari's 
continuing attempt to raise its game 
to the consistent level of technical 
excellence needed to challenge 
Williams on a regular basis is 
concerned. Ferrari, meanwhile, has 
its own problems, and they run 
throughout the car. 

Although the new V10 engine was 
reliable in Melbourne, its ultimate 
reliability is questionable. At the 
moment, Ferrari does not have 
anywhere near the power of the 
Renault, and as such, the true nature 
of the engine’s reliability will only be 
seen when it is pushed to its limits. 

The chances of doing this are 
limited for the time being, because 
despite Ferrari’s claim at the car’s 
launch that the new cockpit head 
protection was giving it a 1% 
increase in straightline speed, 
sources say it now seems that the 
high sides actually create drag and 
cost the car 500 revs on the straight. 

But the engine problems don’t 
end there, for, like Benetton, Ferrari 
says it is suffering from a lack of air 
into the airbox, which is a bigger 
problem for Irvine, who sits higher 
than Schumacher by dint of his 
longer body. At this stage, it is 
unclear whether this lack of 
pressure in the airbox is the truth, 


or if it is a convenient way of 
explaining away a lack of power. 

The car, too, has its problems. The 
F310 is nervous to drive. Ferrari 
knows that it stems from the 
aerodynamics, but not yet whether it 
can be solved by changing the set- 
up, or if it is a more fundamental 
problem with the car. 

The chassis of last year’s 412T2 
was excellent. But this year’s car has 
much more sophisticated 
aerodynamics, and at this early stage 
it is not clear whether that is a 
benefit or a hindrance. 

The aerodynamics seem to be 
causing the biggest problem under 
braking, when, according to

EVEN THE WORLD’S BEST CAN 
GET IT WRONG SOMETIMES 


You only have to look back at Ferrari in 
1990, to see how the team snatched 
defeat from the jaws of victory. Six years 
ago, Maranello seemed to have it all — 
two of the best drivers in Alain Prost and 
Nigel Mansell, a car designed by John 
Barnard (although by 1990, he had left 
the team), and a powerful engine. 

And sure enough, Prost came within a 
whisker of his fourth world crown. He 
took five wins, and the world was only 
deprived a shoot-out for the title when 
Ayrton Senna barged his great rival off 
the road at the first corner in Japan. 

But even then, politics were getting in 
the way of success. Itis claimed that 
Mansell was being given better engines, 
and at the same time, the sources say, 
Prost was using an anti-skid system to 
which Mansell did not have access. One 
treat each will keep both drivers sweet 
seems to have been the thinking. All the 
same, 1990 was Ferrari's most 
competitive season since 1982. But it 
was to be a flash in the pan. 

The team opted to modify the 1990 
car for 1991, despite Prost's warnings 
that this would not be good enough, 
When the first few races proved him 
right, a new car was produced. This, 
unfortunately, was a step backwards. It 
was one of the most confused years in 
Ferrari's history, and there can be no 
better indication of that than the team’s 
sacking of Prost, its biggest asset by far, 
before the end of the season. 

Things got even worse in 1992, with 
the disastrous doubie-floor F92A. It 
eventually emerged that the radical 
aerodynamics were actually not such a 
bad idea — indeed, a similar idea is used 
on this year’s F310 —it was the chassis 
and suspension that let the car down, 

It took the arrival of sporting director 
Jean Todt in July 1993 and the return of 
Barnard to start getting the team back on 
the rails. And even then Ferrari has only 
won two Grands Prix since 1993. 

So is all that a morality lesson for 
Ferrari's current situation? Maybe, 
maybe not. But there is a moral in there 
somewhere: don't underestimate 
Ferrari's ability to shoot itself in the foot.

regard. Nobody, sources say, really 
knows what he does. He did not 
design the V10 engine - that was 
the work of Paulo Martinelli’s 
engine department. Nominally, 
Goto is the co-ordinator of the 
project. But insiders says he is not 
co-ordinating anything 

Whatever, the old antagonisms 
clearly still reign inside the hottest 


hot-bed in F1. Todt and Barnard are 
supposed to have been creating an 
atmosphere where everybody 
works for the greater good of the 
whole team, and where petty 
jealousies and points scoring no 
longer exist. The reality, though, is 
somewhat different - not much has 
changed for the last 20 years. 

If something is not right with the 
car, insiders say, you can be sure 
that the engine people will blame 
the chassis men, and the chassis 
designers will blame the engine 
staff. The only difference now, it 
seems, is that whereas in the days of 
legendary Ferrari technical director 
Mauro Forghieri in the 1970s, the 
various branches of the team could 
shout at each other in the same 
building, now they do it from a 
distance of 1000 miles. 

And that distance also makes it 
difficult for Todt, based in Maranello, 
to control what is happening at 
Barnard’s Ferrari Design and 
Development office in Surrey. 

For all that, however, the general 
impression is that Todt is doing 
comparatively well. He has 
everything he needs to create a 
winning team. But there is a limit to 
what he can do. As he is not an 
engineer, he cannot have an 
influence on the philosophy of the 
car and only a limited input into 
technical organisation and liaison. 
He can only hope the people he has 
employed do it well enough. 

People in Ferrari think he is doing 
a reasonable job, citing especially 
that he does not make any mistakes 
in his job as sporting director. But, 
as one source pointed out, when 
you have Barnard, Schumacher and 
the biggest budget in Fl, it is 
difficult to do a bad job. 

Whether that job is going to be 
good enough to turn Ferrari around 
into a force that can win the World 
Championship in 1997 - which is 
the reason they have spent so much 
money on Schumacher - remains to 
be seen. The problem with Ferrari is 
that you just never know. 


Do you agree with Michael 
Schumacher that the Ferrari has 
more development potential than the 
Williams because it is new, rather 
than an upgrade of last year’s car?

Williams will win 
again in Brazil 


his year I think 
Williams is in a class of 
its own at the 
moment, and I expect 
the team to dominate 
again in Brazil. But in 
general I think the 
competition will be 
much closer than last year, 
particularly between Ferrari, Jordan 
and McLaren. 

I expect Benetton to be the 
second-ranking team. They should 
do much better in Brazil because 
Ferrari's performance in Melbourne 
owed a lot to luck and Benetton had 
unexpected set-backs. 

Mind you, if Schumacher had not 
had a brake problem he would also 
have finished well, but I do not 
think Benetton has the speed of the 
Williams at the moment, although I 
would expect them to be up there 
after the following race in Argentina 
on April 7, 

I expect victory in Brazil to be a 
fight between Williams, Benetton 
and Jordan. Our car is pretty good 
but you could not sce that in 
Melbourne because we had a big 
problem in qualifying. I certainly 
hope to be in the top six on the grid 
in Sao Paulo. The track has been 
resurfaced, although I am not sure 
to what extent.! hear that Formula 3 
lap times there have come down by 
about two seconds so it should be a 
big improvement for us. It could be 
like back in 1993, when the circuit 


was bumpy but bearable. 

Last year it was really awful. In 
Melbourne the Jordan was not too 
hot over the bumps and although 
that isn’t a problem for a qualifying 
lap, it can be tiring over a race 
distance. But we made some 


progress on this front at our 
Silverstone test last week. 

The nature of the track means it is 
essential to have a very good engine 
and chassis package, with good 
traction and braking. That is why I 
expect to see Williams continue to 
dominate because they certainly 
have that package, and why Ferrari 
and Benetton might reverse their 
Melbourne positions. Hopefully the 
Benson and Hedges Jordans will be 
somewhere in the middle of them 
Our Australian performance was a 
realistic reflection of what we can 
do, but when you have to start a 
race behind McLaren, who were 
not very fast, then it is very hard to 
put up a strong performance, 

I think McLaren will be better in 
Brazil, in line with their 
performance in the Estoril tests 
before the start of the season. In 
Melbourne, despite being much 
quicker than them, I had no way of 
getting past 

Testing at Silverstone last week 
confirmed that the Jordan is quick, 
even in the wet, and I feel very 
confident about it. 

Iam happy about going back to 
Brazil after a bad 1995. lam much 
stronger and my expectations are 
high. Certainly being at home will 
be an added bonus. Brazil needs 
another champion, we know that, 
but we have to get there step by 
step. With three Brazilians in the 
field it should be a really big party. @

Williams seems once 
again to be the car to 
beat. It has almost 
become a_ tradition 
that, from a technical 
point of view, it is by far 
the best car in the field. The motive 
force behind that success is Patrick 
Head, Williams’ technical director, 
an engineer adjudged by his own 
rivals to be the leader of Formula 1’s 
school of d n. 

On the surface, Head may give the 
appearance that he is a difficult man 
to approach, but when he talks he is 
always forthright, almost blunt. In 
Melbourne, after the wonderful start 
for Williams, it was easy to get him 
to talk about his team and the great 
successes they have had. But, of 
course, it is impossible in an 
intervi ith Head to avoid talk of 
Ayrton Senna’s tragic accident in 
Imola in 19! 
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Head, never one to 
diplomat and reply with 
comment’, was nevertheless forced 
to avoid interviews ause of the 
official inquiry into the crash. But 
with the constant flow of rumours 


that have surrounded the release of 


the report and the delay from the 
Italian authorities as to what action 
to take next, Head has decided to 
speak out. 

‘We have to wait and see what 
happens really, he admits. ‘It’s the 
aim of every engineer in the pit lane, 
I'm sure, to try to make sure that 
their cars are as safe as possible. And 
if it’s been judged by the magistrate 
that our car was not safe, then 
obviously it won't be a goc 
judgement. If that is the decisio 

He pauses to reflect. 

‘We haven't really had the 
opportunity ourselves to have a 
look at any of the parts properly, 
but it certainly would not tie in 
with the data that we've had from 


the car. In fact, the report says that

It is just that in this case 
we don’t believe that what was 
suggested in the report actually 
happened. Because the data does 
not tie in with it’ 

But Head is not able to give a 
definitive answer as to why the 


certainly in terms of any doubt that 
there might be in my mind - the 
only part that has any doubt over it is 
the steering column. I saw that for 
one minute three weeks after the 
accident, the car had been stored in 
an open place and the surface of the 
steering column was all rusty, 
because it had been exposed to the 
wet and damp. 

‘I’m not saying it was impossible 
for them to analyse it, because you 
can chemically remove the rust, but 
it was not really an environment 
which was ideal for being able to 
analyse what might have happened. 
I would say that had we had access 
to the components we would have 
been able to make a much better 
judgement about what happened in 
the accident’

with proper access to all the parts 
involved in the crash? 

‘The steering column is the only 
area in my mind over which there 
is not a black and white answer, 
other than the fact that, as said in 
the report and as seen from our 
analysis of the data, it indicates that 
the steering column was 
completely intact. 

‘The report says there was fatigue 
cracking in the column. I don’t 
think I can deny that there must 
have been some fatigue cracks 
present. The people who did the 
material analysis are too capable to 
identify cracks and for there not to 
be cracks there. 

‘People would be horrified to 
know it, but in just about every 
jumbo jet that you fly on there are 
fatigue cracks present. It’s all a 
question of to what extent. 
Whether they are present to the 
extent to actually put a component 
at risk. By the nature of fatigue itis a 
progressive defect. It’s a question of 
at what stage is that component at 
risk of not performing its function, 
and only if we could have had the 
components and been able to 
analyse them would we be able to 
make that judgement ourselves: 

Head, selecting his words 
carefully, is keen to clarify one point 
regarding rumours about Senna’s 
steering column, which had been 
lengthened. 

‘The modification that was done 
to the steering column was done 10 
days before we went to the first race 
that year. The same steering column 
had in fact been removed after the 
Pacific Grand Prix when the car 
spun and was hit by Nicola Larini. 
Because of that impact the steering 
column was subjected to very 
careful fatigue crack detection in the 
factory and no cracks were found. It 
was checked in the jig and 
in inspection and, 
because there were no 
cracks and it was 
Straight, it was 
judged that the 
column had not 
been subjected 
to any unusual 


done well before the season. There 
was some talk in the papers that the 
component had failed at a welding 
point. Well, the failure that is in the 
final broken component is not at a 
weld, it isin a machined component 
and not where that component is 
welded, so there is a lot of 
conjecture, It’s like any situation like 
that, the difference between actual! 
and what's written is sometimes 
quite wide? 

Having exhausted talk on Senna 
the conversation turns to the 199¢ 
season and Head, on a roll, is keen te 
put down the rumours surrounding 
the legality of the roll-over bar or 
the FW18. 

‘| don’t accept that people say we 
have interpreted the rules in < 
different way. I think it is written ir 
black and white. What Adriar 
Newey (Williams’ designer) has 
done is move the roll-over bar back 
a bit. The business is that we sit the 
drivers lower in the car, and relative 
to the drivers’ heads our cockpi 
sides are big. Others choose to si 
their drivers up, and we sit them 
down like that. 

“When Adrian asked me if’ 
had any problems with it, | 
immediately looked at it

safety on the car. And

‘However, this

and my view is that it wasn't. 

While the new restrictive 
regulations in Formula 1 tend to 
make the engineer's job a harder 
one nowadays, Head still enjoys the 
challenge of building fast cars. 

‘It was a great pity that they 
didn’t let the CVT transmission run 
for a year, because we might have 
made something that was quicker, 
but we probably would have been 
more unreliable. To me it was a 
very big challenge as an engincer, 
and I think it would have been 
interesting for people to see if you 
could make it work. I could see 
some reason why Bernie 
Ecclestone (Fl supremo) or the 
FIA might not want someone to 
come out with something 
technically new that could give 
them an advantage and be reliable 
and make racing difficult for 
everyone else in the long term. | 
would have liked to have run our 
six-wheeler for a year. 

“When the cars went away from 
the flat bottom regulation, where 
you had aerodynamic forces that 
changed enormously with very 
small changes of ride height and 
attitude, there was every reason to 
run very stiff suspension and try to 
run the car right on the edge 
where the performance was 
highest. Now the cars are more 
aerodynamically friendly, and it 
allows you to soften the 
suspension up and let it work 
more. I think they are better cars 
now - for the driver and generally 
- than they were then! 

Everybody, of course, is curious 
to see how a pair like Adrian Newey 
and Head - the former very 
innovative and the latter quite 
conservative - makes the decisions 
on new car designs. Head explains: 

‘Obviously we've been making 


Grand Prix cars for quite a long 
time, if we know that a car must run 
at that date, we know what times 
we should be at the other stages. 
And we'll tell Adrian that. 

‘Because he’s competitive, he’s 
always late, because an 
aerodynamicist will say: 
I have one more go, I can make this 
a little bit better.” It's always a battle 
between the production people and 
the designers. 

But does Head make the /inal 
decision on design and production? 

‘No, it’s either Adrian or me. If the 
production manager says, “Patrick, 
we are getting late and we can’t get 
any information out of Adrian”, I'll 
go and find out why it’s late. Then T'll 
make a decision about going for 
what he wants or saying he’s got to 
make a decision. 'm probably more 
interested and a bit more involved in 
the production process, so | 
probably would be better than 
Adrian at judging whether we are on 
time or not:

“Oh well, if 
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in terms of race strategy. Head has 
his own opinions on the subject. 

‘In the latter part of last year I 
felt pretty confident about our 
race strategy. There were a 


number of times when we actually 
made considerably better choices 
than Benetton. But the fact of the 
matter is that we weren't quick 
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enough in racing conditions. 

‘Michael is phenomenal. The lay 
times he can turn in during a rac 
are amazing, and sometimes i 
wouldn't have mattered wha 
strategy we had, we just weren’ 
quick enough. 

‘This probably comes acros 
fairly rudely, but in my view, 90 pe 
cent of the journalists who go t 
motor races don’t have th 
capability to analyse what thi 
teams are doing, and they tend t 
take the view that whoever wor 
the race must have won it becaus« 
they had the right strategy. 

‘It would be wrong to say we 
don’t look at last year and say ther 
was an occasion in various place: 
where we might have don 
something slightly better or 
strategy, but I’m not going to g¢ 
around whipping my back sayin; 
how terrible we were, because 
don’t think we were terrible’ 

But even if Head is considered t 
be the best in the business, he is no 
above looking at the efforts of hi: 
competitors for inspiration. That i 
why you will often see him walkin; 
up and down the starting gric 
looking at other cars. 

‘The Jordan has got one or twe 
rather different solutions. Gar" 
Anderson is quite an individua 
man and he takes an individua 
view, so it’s always interestin; 
looking at what he’s up to. 
usually, go on to the grid b' 
climbing over the wall at the bac! 
and walk from the back up to th 
front, because that’s usually a1 
opportunity where you can look a 
other people’s work! 

So if the other teams want to ge 
back on level terms with Williams 
watch out for the man in blue an 
white wandering around out thi 
back. He might just have designs o1 
your new designs... 
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ew, if any, could ever 
have imagined that Jan 
Magnussen's stint on 
Mercedes’s Class 1 
touring car roster 
would amount to 
anything more than a 
one year dalliance. 
With a McLaren-Mercedes test drive 
in his pocket and more hype around 
him than any British Formula 3 
Champion since Ayrton Senna, the 
consensus was that the 22-year-old 
Dane's tin-top sojourn was just a jink 
from F1's fast track, a morsel tossed 
by Mercedes to keep the lad 
occupied while things were sorted 
out. It was a view pretty much 
shared by Magnussen himself. 

But with the 1996 FI season 
already under way, Magnussen isn't 
getting himself ready for the long-haul 
Brazil/Argentina Grand Prix double- 
header. Instead, he’s gearing up for a 
second crack at the International 
Touring Car Championship with the 
AMG Mercedes team, starting at 
Hockenheim on April 14. Surely that 
wasn’t the intention? 

“Yeah, I wasn't really planning on 
it being more than a one-year thing; 
agrees Magnussen. ‘But as things 
turned out, the opportunity wasn't 
there to do F1 in 1996 and the ITC is 
the next best thing as far as I'm 
concerned, so I'm happy to do it. I 
like the atmosphere, the racing's 
really good and a lot of the guys in it 
are better than some people racing 
in Fi, plus I'm with a major 
manufacturer which has a plan and 
knows I don't just want to be a 
touring car driver! 

That's the logic talking. But delve 
a little deeper and there’s also a 
certain frustration at still not being 
involved with F1 full-time. It’s a 
situation that wasn't helped when 
Magnussen subbed for the 


season now, a new car, I'm raring to 
go and I'll give 100% in the touring 
car. But I'm a single-seater driver, my 
number one aim is still Fl and I don't 
want to forget that. 

This year, Magnussen is again 
McLaren's nominated test driver, But 
because of a rule change that means 
a team can now swap drivers during 
a race weekend if circumstances 
demand, he is also able to take on 
the role of reserve driver, ready to 


anyway, and secondly, I haven't 
really done enough laps in the new 
car - I haven't done any yet, actually 
~ to make a decent job of it’ 

How much testing Magnussen 
gets in the 1996 McLaren-Mercedes 
MP4/11 could depend on a certain 
four time world champion, Alain 
Prost. The Frenchman, who took 
three of his titles with McLaren, has 
been drafted into the Woking 
operation as a technical adviser and 
includes actually testing the car 
among his duties 

‘Tsuppose it depends on how well 
McLaren is doing; says Magnussen. ‘I 
would guess that if it isn’t doing too 
well, Prost will be in the car a lot 
more than if it is. There’s no set plan 
worked out as of now, but I hope I 
get some decent miles. 

Decent mileage in the McLaren 
would at least allay one of 
Magnussen’s recurring fears - that 
too many miles in a touring car 
could introduce bad habits into his 
F1 driving style. 

‘T’m still under the impression that 
a touring car can give you some 
really bad habits; he says. ‘The 
Mercedes is pretty high-tech, but it’s 
still a touring car and you have a very 
different way of driving. Obviously 
you don't have the massive grip 
levels. But the biggest single 
problem in going back to an F1 car is 
getting used to the braking and how 
late you can apply them. I don't 
think it would be such a shock if you 
swapped between them regularly’ 

But despite his desire to keep his 
single-seater technique ‘pure’, 
Magnussen doesn't believe that was 
why he made such a slow start, 
relative to AMG team mate and 
fellow ‘young gun’ Dario Franchitti, 
in his Class 1 debut season last year. 

‘In the first half of the season; he 
recalls, ‘it took me a little bit longer

But if the hard work pays off and 
he takes the ITC title, you can 
virtually guarantee one thing - 
Magnussen won't wish to come 
back and defend it in 1997. 


JAN MAGNUSSEN RATES THE 
JUNIOR CHARGERS HE WILL 
BATTLE WITH ON THE 1996 ITC 


Last year, Class 1 touring car racing 
became a viable alternative to Formula 
3000 for many up-and-coming young 
drivers hoping to make It all the way to 
Formula 1. This year, Jan Magnussen 
believes that several could challenge for 
race wins and even the title itself. 

‘Besides myself, | think Dario Franchitti 
is the most obvious title contender among 
the young guys,’ says Magnussen. ‘I think 
judging from last year, he'll be right in 
there. He's got a good rhythm, he was 
really quick last year — as quick as Bernd 
Schneider —and he seems to work very 
well with the team. 

‘Sandy Grau, the other Mercedes 
junior, is a touring car driver. He’s not 
somebody who has big ambitions to 
make it to F1. But at times last year he 
was really fast and pretty much keeping 
up with his team mate Kurt Thiim. 

‘Over at Opel, Oliver Gavin's the 
reigning British Formula 3 champion, so 
you've got to respect him for that. | raced 
against him in the Formula Ford Festival 
in 1992. He was leading in the final and | 
passed him around the outside at 


Paddock, then he went off into the gravel 
at Druids. Whether he wins a race this 
season depends a lot on if Opel gets its 
act together. 

‘Alex Wurz, the other Opel junior, | have 
to say | know nothing about — except that 
he's really fit. ls he as good as Gavin? | 
have absolutely no idea. 

‘Alfa has a couple of really quick 
drivers in Giancarlo Fisichella and Jason 
Watt. | raced against Fisichella a lot 
throughout my karting career. He's very 
fast at times, but not very consistent. He 
smashed a few cars last year and | think 
it'd be hard for him to put together the 
consistency for a title, even if the Alfa’s 
good enough. 

‘l rate Watt. His strength is going to be 
the way he can adapt so quickly to a new 
formula. He gets on with the job, he's 
professional and already the whole team 
loves him. He's going to be a big surprise. 

‘There are a lot of drivers in this 
championship who are better than most 
of the blokes with money in F1, and the 
strength in depth all the way through — 
from the young guys to the more 
established drivers —is probably a match 
for most of the F1 grid.’

DISABILITY SHOULDN'T STOP A PERSON FROM RACING, SAYS FERRARI LEGEND CLAY 
REGAZZONI, WHO RETURNED TO THE HOT SEAT LAST WEEKEND. GARY WATKINS REPORTS 


he decaying splendour 
of the Autodromo 
Nazionale di Monza, 
where history hits you 
in the face at every 
turn, seemed a fitting 
backdrop for one of 
motor racing’s most 
amazing comebacks. Once the 
doyen of Monza’s fanatical tifosi, 
Clay Regazzoni was returning to 
international racing at the scene of 
his first Grand Prix victory over a 
quarter of a century before - and 16 
years after he was paralysed from 
the waist down in a 160mph 
accident in the US Grand Prix at 
Long Beach. 

For all thé press attention and the 
throng of fans angling for a glimpse 
of a yesteryear hero, the historical 
significance seemed lost on 
Regazzoni. He wasn’t in Monza to 
dig up the ghosts of a Formula 1 
career that spanned 1 1 seasons - six 
of them with Ferrari - and five 
Grands Prix victories. Nor was he 
here just for the crack, having a bit 
of fun for old time’s sake. Clay 
Regazzoni had a point to prove: the 
56-year-old Swiss was racing a 
Porsche 911 twin-turbo in the 
second round of the Global 
Endurance GT Series to show that 
disability shouldn't exclude someone 
from participation in motorsport. 

‘T believe motor racing is one of 
the few sports where a disabled 
driver can be competitive with able- 
bodied people, like shooting or 
archery, said Regazzoni, who swung 
himself in and out of the car with 
relative ease. ‘I want to prove that 
we now have the technology 
available to give them the chance’ 

But Regazzoni was a disappointed 
man at Monza, because he felt he’d 
proved nothing. During practice he 
managed just a handful of laps, his 
efforts in the Freisinger Motorsport 
Porsdye stymied by teething 
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problems with the hand controls 
that take the place of the accelerator 
and brake pedals, not to mention a 
slipping clutch. 

Unlike the system on Regazzoni’s 
road-going Ferrari F40 - which he’s 
whirled around the Fiorano test 
track within four seconds of Gerhard 
Berger’s F40 record - the brake 
control was in a fixed position. And, 
with 650bhp worth of Porsche twin- 
turbo power to control, this wasn’t 
ideal. “With this car; said sportscar 
veteran Henri Pescarolo, who was as 
pleased as punch to be teaming up 
with his old sparring partner for the 
first time, ‘you have to work hard to 
control the car under braking. The 
installation of the system is not so 
good, because we have not had 
enough time: 

In just four laps in qualifying, 
Regazzoni managed a 1m58s best, 
about five seconds shy of Pescarolo’s 
time and nearly 10s off team leader 
Wolfgang Kaufmann'’s best in 
Freisinger's lead car. ‘With the 
condition of the car, that was a good 
time, enthused Pescarolo. But the 


Regazzoni took five Grands Prix wins in all 


driver himself wasn’t happy. 

‘A disabled driver losing five 
seconds a lap because the system is 
not right is not what I'm trying to 
prove, fumed Regazzoni, who hada 
more successful time when he 
raced a Honda Prelude in a 
domestic race at Sebring in the USA

three years ago. “The system is not 
what I had expected. This was my 
big opportunity; I have been 
waiting for the system to be perfect 
for 10 years 

More disappointment was to 
come in the race, at least as far as the 
baying Italian media was concerned. 
With Pescarolo at the wheel, the car 
Was punted into retirement after just 
seven laps. But Regazzoni wasn't 
unduly despondent. ‘I'm not so 
disappointed that I haven’t raced; 
he said before returning to the 
subject of his hand controls. ‘I’m 
more disappointed that my system 
hasn't worked as I had expected. 

Improving controls for disabled 
drivers has been Regazzoni's quest 
for the past decade, during which 
time he has operated a 
performance driving school at 
Vallelunga. ‘I started this 
programme because the first 
system I was sent after my accident 
was not very good; he remembers. 
‘It was okay for normal road 
driving, but not for performance. 
With my experience in racing, | 


wanted to make the system better. 

‘In the last two years, it has really 
Started to come together, says 
Regazzoni. So much so that last year 
he initiated a one-make series for 
paraplegics and amputees in Italy, a 
first in Europe. For this year, the first 
two finishers in this Fiat Punto 
championship are moving on to race 
against able-bodied people, while 
the series is expanding out of Italy. 

Regazzoni has, however, ruled out 
a permanent return to the race 
tracks. ‘I still like driving and I still do 
many events, he says, pointing out 
that his race debut proper in the 
Global series looks likely to be 
postponed until June’s Nurburgring 
Global GT round. 

‘Thave no time to doa full season. 
I travel a lot and I have my school; he 
admits. ‘I shall be opening one in the 
USA this year and I have interest 
from Japan as well. I think I shall 
continue testing and maybe come 
back just once a year’ Regazzoni 
even admits that he’s had 
discussions about returning to the 
Le Mans 24 Hours in the future. @

specialist in this field for over 40 years.

operates the 
throttle. 
Regazzoni 
brakes with his 
left hand via a 
hydraulic 
s paddle, which 
on his F40 
moves with the 
steering wheel 
but on the 
Porsche it was 
in a fixed position. This problem meant 
that at Monza he was forced to rely on the 
emergency mechanical handle, to the 
right of the steering wheel, which works 
by a series of levers off the brake pedal. 

Weighing in at under 30kg, the 
system can be fitted to a car, road or 
race, in an afternoon and can be turned 
off for an able-bodied driver with the 
flick of a switch. 

Pescarolo and third driver Fulvio 
Ballabio who brokered Regazzoni's 
comeback, reckoned the system 
caused relatively few problems. 
‘Sometimes my fingers got caught in 
the accelerator,’ said Pescarolo, ‘but it’s 
a question of time.’ 

By the time of Regazzoni’s next race, 
at the Nurburgring on June 30, such 
problems should be sorted.

I'd heard stories about Valentino, all told by 
worryingly pale-faced hacks recently recovered 
from his passenger seat; I'd seen the pictures too 
You know the ones: they're all the same. The colour 
and shape of the cars might be different but they all 
feature Valentino, grinning out of the side window, 
as yet another few million lira of Pirelli rabber goes 
up in smoke while he sends yet another 

Lamborghini sideways with inch-perfect precision 
on some preposterously tricky corner. But I'd never 
met Lamborghini's chief test driver before 

Disappointingly, Valentino is a perfectly normal 

Italian car nut, albeit one 
blessed with a supernaturally 
abnormal talent. He is funny 
and disarmingly modest about 
the engineering input that 
Lamborghini and he have put 
into the Diablo Roadster that I 
am here to drive. When asked 
the dreaded question of what, 
exactly, chopping the roof ofa 
Diablo is going to do for its 
torsional rigidity, he replies, 

We think the car is still quite 
stiff. Maybe we were a little 
lucky, but we worked hard to 
make sure it was right and I 
think we have been successful. 

He, of course, knows 
damned well how successful 
he has been, but prefers to let 
the car speak for him. And 


though you can fire criticisms at the Roadster all 
day, you'll not hear me carping on about chassis flex 
and the like 

I had a very interesting day in the Diablo. I was 
stopped by the police twice (one wanting to cause 
trouble, the other just wanting to gawp at the 
Lambo), tried a little too hard to do a Valentino, was 
rather relieved to get away with it, and ended up on 
a scrap heap surrounded by rusting police Moto- 
Guzzis. Art, apparently 

During the day, my feelings for the 492bhp, 
202mph monster | was driving ran from dismissing 
it as a ridiculous dinosaur to loving it for being the 
last traditional supercar now that the Ferrari 
F512M, Jaguar XJ220 and Bugatti EB110 are no 
longer made. Its build quality is patchy and its 
interior is crude. It is ostentatious and when you 
mess with it on the limit, you proceed on your way 
only if you're extremely talented (Valentino) or just 
a little lucky (me). Yet, in that magnificent 5.7-litre 
V12, Lamborghini has one of the finest engines ever 
made. Sitting at my desk in Teddington, I can still 
hear its cry as we rocketed over the snow-strewn 
Appenine mountains back to the factory. 

rhe future of Lamborghini is, as ever, a hot topic 
around here. Even if it makes only one car for every 
ten put out by Ferrari, that would be more than 
enough to make money for Megatech, its 
Indonesian owners, as well as fund future projects 
Problem is, Lamborghini is not close to these 
figures yet. Then again, the demise of the mid- 
engined 12-cylinder Ferraris and Bugattis may well 
play into Lamborghini's hands, leaving it alone to 
dominate an otherwise vacated section of the 
supercar market 

I think the Roadster will help, for it adds a 
genuinely new appeal, while the Diablo's successor, 
a carbon-fibre-clad evolutionary model, should be 
the real blood-and-thunder machine that I believe is 
the essence of the marque. Thereafter there is the 
L140, a 3.5-litre, V10-powered challenger for the 
Ferrari F355, which Zagato has 
been commissioned to style, 
breaking a line of, Marcello 
Gandini-penned shapes that 
stretches back to his 
involvement with the Miura 

But until then there is just the 
Countach-derived Diablo 
Lamborghini is quite right to 
broaden the range with cars like 
the Roadster and the racer that's 
been developed for the ultimate 
one make series. Whether that is 
enough remains to be seen. 
There are not many cars in 
production more charismatic 
than the Diablo, but I fear that 
those with the capability of 
writing a cheque for£150,000 
for a new car will be looking for 
rather more than that.

ard in fifth at a shade 
under 140mph with 
both turbos at full 
chat, the — only 
decent corner on 
the circuit is fast 
approaching, so it’s 
time to think about 
something other than burying my 
right foot to the floor. Brake in a 
straight linc, drop it down two gears 
and turn in. The slick tyres are only 
just up to temperature in the cold of 
winter and threaten not to grip 
before they bite and help me carve 
a groove around this double-apex 
right-hander. Excellent. 

The sun hits you head-on half way 
around the bend, but you're too 
busy concentrating on keeping the 
turbo on boost to pay much 


attention. Especially as the esses are 
upon you in a trice and the fiddly bit 
of the circuit has begun. The 
steering wheel as well as the pedals 
would have to be wrestled with. 
So, where was F? In the middle of 
Italy's Umbria region at the Magione 
circuit. Although lengthened over 
the winter, it is still little more than a 
kart track and scarcely any wider. 
How the Italian Formula 3 regulars 
manage to racc around here beats 
me. Overtaking must surely be 
deleted from the list of options for 
the participants of that race. And 
the spare parts bill must keep 
chassis builder Dallara afloat... 
However, [shouldn't whinge. as it 
was a far, far better place to be on a 
Wednesday afternoon than sitting at 
my desk in AUTOSPORT'’s editorial 


offices in Teddington while Britain 
was gripped by a cold snap and far- 
flung villages cut off by snow. 

And what was | driving? A 
Maserati Ghibli Cup car. one that is 
more powerful, faster and noisier 
than last year’s. Mine was yellow 
and looked damn fine in the winter 
sunshine, if | may say so. If I had 
450,000 and didn’t have a house full 
of builders bleeding my wallet. | 
might even have considered buying 
it on the spot. 

Fitted with extended spoilers 
front and rear, and larger slickshod 
wheels than its predecessor. the 
latest Ghibli Cup racer also looked 
far more purposcful.

4 cover the ground more quickly. 
And, to make it stop better, too, a re- 
designed competition braking 
system has been introduced. 

Prior to trying this stubby Italian 
two plus two, I went out for a few 
reconnaissance laps in a road-going 
Ghibli. Sumptuous and quick it 
clearly was, and the track 
ridiculously twisty. But there was 
also no headroom for someone of 
my lengthy build. Indeed, I was 
hunched at the wheel and my head 
bent to one side, which didn’t bode 
well. And that was without wearing 
a helmet. Fortunately, I was assured 
that the seat in the racer could be 
dropped by several inches. I would 
fit, somehow, laughed Dott Adolfo 
Orsi, my host for the day. 

So, what does the Ghibli Cup car 
offer the racer? Hop aboard through 
the opening in the uprated rollcage 
and, eureka, there’s a comfortable 
driving position. Hugged by the 
seat, and all the vital controls fall to 
hand. And, of course, there’s an 
ellipsoid clock mounted beneath a 
suede-topped dash should you need 
to know the time. Well, it is a 
Maserati, after all, showing how 
heritage runs deep, just as the many 
admirers of the marque would wish. 

To pull away from standstill 
requires only a middling application 
of the throttle and careful feeding 

gut of the clutch. The abundant 
power and torque are immediately 
obvious, even before you've 
checked your mirrors and emerged 
from the pitlane and accelerated the 
short distance into the left-hand 
kink before the first hairpin. Once 

m the move, minding to bring your 
siicks up to heat, you have to be 
careful as the merest twitch of your 
mght foot can propel you forwards 
# a startling rate or, if you're notina 
ssaight line, very sideways. Fun, but 
potentially over exciting. 

However, warm the tyres up, and 
Se power delivery is blissful, 
making the car remarkably easy to 
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drive, with ample torque in any gear. 
With turbo boost set at 1.6 bar, peak 
torque comes at as low as 4000rpm. 

Maximum power of 330bhp isn’t 
reached until 6500rpm, with the rey 
limiter only cutting in when you try 
to exceed 7000rpm. Yet there is no 
need to use anything like this 
number of revs, and the best way to 
motor is to make the most of the 
torque and run the car a gear higher 
than what you first consider ideal. 
Easy, huh? 

It was really, but it would have 
been easier still had this car and its 
sister not have been put through 
their paces by almost 30 drivers and 
15 journalists in three days. I was 
the last out in ‘my’ car, which was 
just as well, as the six-speed Getrag 
gearbox didn’t really want to know, 
particularly as Magione is all about 
third-gear bends with a handful of 
second-gear hairpins thrown in. At 
least, that was my excuse, which 
fortunately was corroborated by 
Maserati engineer Marco Chiosso. 

The twin turbos spin easily, and 
the trick is of course to keep them 
doing so. Trouble was, it took only a 
handful of laps to suss that to do so 
on a track as twisty as Magione 


would require left-foot braking. It 
made me wish I'd paid more 
attention when I went on a day to 
Pentti Airikkala’s schoo! all those 
years ago... and that visit to John 
Haugland’s school was a week away. 

The Ghiblis are set up so that they 
inspire confidence. They go well, 
they stop well and they handle well. 
In fact, they are clearly suitable for 
both classes of drivers at whom 
Maserati is aiming: the career racer 
and the gentleman driver. 

Anxious to please the two tiers of 
drivers, the organisers have put up 
a prize fund that rewards drivers 
both from the front rank of 
burgeoning hotshoes and from the 
ranks of gentlemen (or lady) racers 
who want to take part simply for the 
pleasure of racing a Maserati. 

In an age of many similar one- 
make championships, such as the 
Porsche Supercup and the Ferrari 
F355 Challenge, one really has to 
offer something special to fill your 
grid. The Ghibli Cup will have nine 
rounds this year, with seven being 
held outside Italy’s borders. Dottore 
Orsi and friends at Maserati expect 
20-car grids this year, so they've 
clearly found a winning formula.

That Maserati ever dropped out of the 
motorsport spotlight is something that 
would have been unimaginable to 
anyone who gloried in the sight of Juan 
Manuel Fangio’s virtuoso performances 
in his Maserati 250F in the late 1950s. 
But fade from the scene it did, the Italian 
company’s famed trident logo meaning 
next to nothing to the generations that 
grew up in the 1960s, '70s and ‘80s. 

Clearly this had to be addressed and 
the rot was brought to an end in the early 
1990s with the introduction of the 
Maserati Barchetta Cup, a series from 
which Thomas Bscher propelled himself 
into the sportscar big time. But, 
interesting as this gentlemen racers’ 
series was, the cars meant nothing to 
the man in the street. 

For Maserati to put across the 
message that its road cars hada 
sporting heritage, it had to put the road 
cars themselves out onto the track. And, 
after taking a late decision last February, 
Dott Adolfo Orsi gave the Ghibli Cup the 
go-ahead. = 

Orsi explains: ‘We wanted to promote 
the Maserati image across Europe, 
showing our cars to be fast and reliable, 
and above all, fun to drive. And we 
wanted to bring professionals and 
gentlemen to race at the big European 
race meetings. 

‘We also wanted to improve our road 
cars. To this end, we have already 
reaped the fruit of last year’s racing, with 
the brakes from the 1995 racers now 
fitted to the road-going Ghiblis. At the 
Bologna show, we launched a special 
limited-edition Ghibli Cup car for the road, 
| am delighted to report that we have 
enjoyed a boost in sales for the Ghibli, so 
it’s obviously making an impact.’

‘If Firman sorts his head out he’s 
my favourite for the title; said last 
year’s champion Oliver Gavin. “He's 
a quick driver, but that alone doesn't 
win you the British F3 title. But he’s 
thrown it away two years on the trot, 
in FVauxhall in 1994 and F3 last year, 
so why is he likely to change now?’ 
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Jackie Stewart was none too 


pleased by Ralph's end-of-season 


performances last year and he has re- 
signed him on the assumption that he 
sa wiser driver for the experience. 

Jamie Davies scored the most points 
of any driver in the second half of last 
year and, if he can continue that 
momentum into 1996, he could well 
crack Firman. He is fast and level- 
beaded and the TWR Junior team (nee 
Ligier Junior team), is going all out for 
suc in 1996, including developing 
@s engines in-house. If the TWR 
Yauxhalls live up to expectations,

Davies will feature heavily. 
Promatecme’s lead driver James 
Matthews has a similar problem. 
Renault's failure in 1992 still hangs 
fresh in the memory. And one is left 
to ask whether the impressive times 
he has set in testing stem from the 
team pulling out all the stops to see 
how fast it can go while PSR has 
been sandbagging with a test engine. 
The Renault has been re-designed 
by Fl engine guru Bernard Dudot, and 
one can assume that it will be a heap 
better this time around. Matthews is 
motivated and, when his confidence is 


up, he is a formidable force. 

His team mate Nichol 
has been quick in pre-season testing, 
but a lack of circuit knowledge plays 
against him in the championship. 

The speed of the newcomers will 
depend very much on the guidance 
they receive. Jonny Kane, like 
Firman last year, is in the right 
environment at PSR to succeed. The 
Formula Vauxhall champion 
traditionally acclimatises 
new car, but by mid-seaso 
should be up to speed.

Ferrari fails 


on home turf 


A FERRARI VICTORY WOULD HAVE SENT THE TIFOSI WILD. 


BUT THE F40S FAILED AGAIN. GARY WATKINS REPORTS 


errari should have 
scored an_ historic 
sportscar victory on 
home ground at Monza 
last weekend. Not only 
could the two Ennea 
team F40s__ easily 
outpace all opposition 
around the ultra-fast Autodromo 
Nazionale in the second round of 
the Global Endurance GT Series, 
but the Ferraris’ heavy fuel 
consumption threatened to be less 
of a problem than at Paul Ricard 
three weeks previously, where it 
effectively handed victory to 
Mclaren. What's more, all six of the 
Mclaren Fil GTRs entered in the 
fourhour race _ hit 
trouble of some kind. 
However, that proved 
academic for the drivers 
of the Ferraris: the 
F20GT-Evoluziones 
were already parked by 
the time the McLarens 
Started to wilt. Jean- 
Marc Gounon, who 
from pole position led 
team mate Anders 
Ofotsson in a high-speed 
20 train that left the McLarens 
trailing im its wake, knew a golden 
opportunity had been missed. As he 
Ctbed out of the car after leading 
the first 49 laps. the former Grand 
Prax driver was shaking his head. 
Hed just taken somewhat over 
theee minutes to do a lap, his engine 
Gead for half the 3.6-mile Monza 
Gircuit. Power to the electric fuel 
pump had been lost when a loose 
wee burnt out, and the Ferrari 
Challenge was effectively over. 
Hor nothing we lost the race, just 
2 timy wire to the fucl pump, saida 
Gesolate Gounon, whose team 
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mates Eric Bernard and Paul 
Belmondo could take the afternoon 
off. ‘It should have been an easy win 
and easy points. It will not be so 
easy to win again. 

Olofsson’s Ferrari had already 
succumbed to a damaged 
turbocharger, almost certainly the 
legacy of team principal Della Noce 
burying the F40 in the barriers on 
the start/finish straight. Coming out 
of the Parabolica, the Ennea team 
boss had gone to overtake Didier 
Cottaz in the Giroix Racing Team 
Mclaren, only to find the ex- 
Formula 3000 driver ducking into 
the pits. A collision was unavoidable. 

‘He had passed me when I was 
blocked by a Porsche; 
said Della Noce, ‘but out 
of the Parabolica I went 
to pass him and this 
happened - it was 
stupid driving’ 

The French-entered 
McLaren emerged 
unscathed from the 
incident, but Cottaz and 
team mates Fabien 
Giroix and Jean-Denis 
Deletraz already had 
problems of their own. The car had 
failed to complete a flying lap in 
qualifying due to a engine problem 
which was only rectified when 
McLaren Cars flew out a new V12. 

Come the race, Giroix headed for 
the pits within 10 laps of the start 
for new rear Michelins. It was a 
taster of what was to come for the 
GRT drivers plus Ray Bellm and

Mclaren, which had won in the 
season opener at Paul Ricard. 

What was believed to be a faulty 
batch of tyres was sending the 
Michelin-shod McLarens to the pits

at alarming intervals. ‘I could do 
1m43s or Im44s no problem, but 
then the tyres would suddenly go to 
pieces; explained Weaver, who had 
watched Bellm lose two laps in his 
opening stint when a tyre went pop 
soon after the pits. ‘So I was having 
to do 1m47s or I1m48s laps to try to 
get to the end of my shift’ 

‘We've had so many unscheduled 
stops; said the car's engineer, 
Alistair McQueen, ‘that we didn’t 
run the car with less than 50 litres of 
fuel in it during the race’ 

In similar difficulties were David 
Price Racing’s two 1995-spec 
Mclarens, which mysteriously 
wouldn't pick up the last 30 litres or 
so of fuel. But in the McLaren 
handicap stakes, the Goodyear- 
equipped DPR cars were able to 
keep ahead of the Michelin runners. 

On the departure of the lead 
Ferrari, gentleman driver Dr 
Thomas Bscher took over the lead 
in the DPR-run West Competition 
McLaren that John Nielsen had spun 
in the opening laps. But Olivier 
Grouillard was closing fast in DPR’s 
Harrods Racing car. The Frenchman 
had to make up for lost time when 
team mate Andy Wallace realised 
the left front wheel had come loose, 
a repetition of a qualifying problem. 

But the lead Grouillard was able

to pass to Wallace with an hour to 
go evaporated instantaneously with 
a clutch problem. Fluid had leaked 
on to the plates, and not even a 
liberal dosing of Coca Cola in an 
attempted Heath Robinson fix 
could solve the problem. 

Just moments before Wallace had 
called it quits, another McLaren 
had retired, this time in more 
controversial circumstances. Now 
back on terms with the leaders, 
Weaver was running in tandem 
with Nielsen, who had just pitted. 
Baulked by a slower car through the 
Curva Grande, the English driver 
claimed he decided against 
defending his line into the second 
chicane. ‘He had low fuel pressure, 
so I didn’t think we had a problem 
with him, said Weaver, ‘I moved to 
the right to leave the line free into 
the chicane. As I got on the brakes, 
he just came into me’ With the 
result that the Gulf McLaren was in 
the gravel and out of the race. 

His two rivals out in the space of 
a handful of laps, Nielsen had a clear 
run to the flag. The GRT car was no 
longer a threat, gear selection 
problems forcing the team to make 
a couple of stops to top up the box 
with fluid as the car limped home to 
second place. But Cottaz kept the 
McLaren well clear of the hordes of 


GT2 Porsches that filled out the top- 
six after the retirement of the GTRs 
and Ferraris, as well as the GT1 class 
dark horses from Lotus and Porsche. 

Nielsen, though, continued his 
love affair with Monza, following up 
his victory with Bscher here last 
year. ‘I love Monza; said the Dane, 
‘it is good to me!

Continuing to ignore early season 
maladies. Jeff Gordon won his 
second race of 1996 at crooked ol’ 
Darlington. The defending champ 
out-duelled the man leading the 
points this year, Dale Jarrett, in the 
closing stages to re-enter the title 
picture after miserable results in the 
first two rounds. 

The victory was the fourth 
straight win for Chevrolet drivers 
after a season-opening win for Ford 
man Jarrett at Daytona. For the 
second race in a row, a Pontiac 
started on pole, this time with Ward 
Burton at the wheel. 

It didn’t take long for Gordon to 
assert himself after starting on the 
outside of the front row. After an 
early re-start, he took over from 
Burton on lap eight, then fought with 
Jarrett, Bobby Labonte, Jeff Burton, 
Robert Pressley, and Sterling Marlin 
for the lead over the 400 miles. 

Then Gordon led from the final 
re-start with 69 laps remaining. 

Jarrett’s spectacular charge in the 
Robert Yates Thunderbird took him 
into the lead with 14 laps to run. But 
two problems loomed — tyres used 
up to get the lead and a question on 
whether Jarrett had the fuel to go 
the distance. 

The wall got him first, as Jarrett 
glanced off the Turn 4 cement, 
enabling Gordon to overtake three 


corners later at Turn 3. Jarrett 
fought back, diving underneath in 
Turn 4 and Gordon returned the 
favour in Turn 1, the final blow to 
Jarrett's hopes. Eventually the 
points leader would run out of fuel 
with two laps remaining while 
running third behind Bobby 
Labonte and finish 15th. 

Dale Earnhardt, whose poor 
qualifying run meant having to have 


a poor pit position, also ran out of 


fuel and finished one position ahead 
of Jarrett. 

Gordon, meanwhile, returns to 
the championship top 10 for the 
first time since last year’s title. 

With Burton knocked out by an 
accident, Kyle Petty’s 12th place 
was the best showing by a Pontiac.

What are your ambitions for the 
Champions of the Future series? 

‘In the fong-term, you're just going to 
get 2 feel-good factor.

How jong will you stay involved? 
‘We've taken an option for five years. if 
the first season goes smoothly, is 
conducted professionally and is a credit 
to McLaren and Mercedes we will carry 
it on for another four years.” 


What made you want to do it? 

‘tt was the persuasiveness of Martin, 
(Hines) who approached me a couple of 
years ago. | said | had an interest in 
helping youngsters, lighting the spark of 
motivation, But it had to be professional, 
well-disciplined and organised. Slowly, he 
broke the barriers down. The more you 
try to organise something, the more 
costs rise. The problem is that they 
can't be met by the kartists, because 
they're kids with limited budgets. So we 
had to bring a degree of commercialism 
to it, and that became a little easier 
once we got TV in place. Having six 
felevised race meetings is a great plus.’ 


How did you get the TV involved? 
‘Hopefully they recognised that this was 
going to be different, that there would 
be the opportunity to get right down to 
the grass roots and see some young 
kids. There’s going to be quite a jot of 
facing, and the programmes are going 
to be half an hour long, so }'m sure by 
the time they've edited the material 
down they will be dynamic shows.’ 


Do you think it might attract more 
into the sport? 

‘It's important to appreciate that the 
money in this championship is being 
used to organise it, to make sure it is a 
success.

The end result will be some sort of help 
into the next category of karting, or 
maybe even into the lower echelons. of 
car racing, Formula Vauxhail Junior or 
something like that. If we are able to 
attract more money, it will probably be 
used to further the careers of the kids.’

As it bounced back on to 
the track, the race was stopped for 
rescue crews to help a dazed 
Dicker scramble clear. 

Results were thus stamped a lap 
earlier, thus  Scott-Andrews’s 
sterling work was in vain — fastest 
lap his consolation prize — and the 
jubilant Jaguar team was able to 
celebrate a famous victory. 

Most of the other races were 
entertaining too. Local man 
Matthew Read leapt away from 
pole position and worked hard to 
maintain the upper hand in the 
MGOC/Marshal Tyres sportscar 
race as far as the final corner, when 
Jim Baynam overcooked his 
approach in his angst to hold Alan 
Yeoman and Nigel Woolcott at bay. 

Baynam was never going to 
make the chicane and did well to 
keep his MGB out of the barriers, 
but he did not lift off. As he jumped

By contrast, the Supersports 
Vauxhall grid was strong and 
varied as it formed up behind the 
front-engined cars of Richard 
Andrew (Phantom) and reigning 
double champion Mike Evans 
(Mallock). Duncan Bain’s smartly- 
presented Abdex Mallock headed 
the ‘new age’ cars on row two, its 
performance improved by softer 
suspension settings. 

Andrew managed to nose ahead 
on the run to the complex, but 
Evans clung on as they drew away 
from Bain, John Harrison (Mallock) 
and the Phantoms of Richard 
Atkinson and Tony Richardson. 

Pressure from Evans forced 
Andrew over the kerbs at the 
chicane on occasion, but Andrew 
managed to break the tow and put 
a backmarker between them with 
three to go. With one eye on his 
water temperature gauge, Andrew 
was slowed by a gaggle of cars next 
time round and Evans was 
suddenly right back in the hunt. 

For half a lap, Evans nibbled at 
the powder-blue car’s tail, but the 
challenge evaporated at 
Goodwood when the rear of 
Evans’s machine stepped out 
abruptly and threw him sideways 
down the track at 120mph. 
Somehow he caught it, but four 
sets of tyre marks for 70 yards 
suggested it was a close call. 

Andrew reeled off the last lap to 
Score a first win for Firestone tyres. 
He was joined by a relieved Evans 


and a delighted Bain, whose fastest 
lap in the rear-engined car split 
those of the ultimate pacemakers. 

Former AUTOSPORT staffer 
Fergus Campbell caught his MGOC 
saloon rivals on the hop by bagging 
pole, but Adrian Olsson 
outdragged him from the traffic 
lights and set the standard. 

Campbell hung on grimly, with 
Robb Addison Jr's Montego filling 
his mirrors, but several looks to the 
outside at Club never looked like 
unseating Olsson. Campbell spun 
at the chicane on lap seven and 
Steven Wood briefly dived past 
first-round winner Addison. 

Darryl Davis muscled his way 
free of a train of cars to snatch third 
from Wood, but 10th-placed Colin 
Simpson claimed fastest lap.

1 Touring Cars, looked like going 
the way of Steve Hirst’s RS2000, 
once he managed to shake off 
Nigel Garrett’s Dolomite, but the 
defending champion faltered on 
lap 10 and pitted, brandishing his 
gear lever in exasperation.

MARTIN BROWN CLAIMED FORMULA VEE VICTORY IN

ust five racing laps 
had been run when 
the red flag brought a

Time pressures caused by the 
number of races on the programme 
forced the 750 Motor Club to 
declare a result and move on. 

Silverstone winner Andres 
Serrano didn’t even get that far. His 
Predator snapped into a spin as the 
pack poured out of Gerards for the 
first time, slewed across the track 
and came to rest firmly against the 
barriers on the outside. 

Martin Eyre led as far as the 
pin on the second lap before 


his Scarab spun to the back of the 
field. ‘Total driver error,’ said Eyre

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after kissing the wall and revolving. 

Into the lead, for the first time in 
his racing career, went 19-year-old 
Simpson. But, with the vastly 
experienced Brown breathing 
down his neck, the pressure was 
considerable. 

Brown, having finished 
rebuilding his Ray just in time for 
this race after a shunt at the end of 
last season, dived cleanly through 
going into the Esses for the third 
time. But, rather than getting 
rattled, the youngster filed that 
experience away and _ cooly 
returned the move three laps later. 

Brown grabbed the advantage 
back at the hairpin but it was all 
academic as a beached car at 
Gerards signalled a premature halt. 

‘Brian drove very well,’ said 
Brown who was declared winner 
but, like everyone else, admitted 
he was left wishing the race had 
gone full distance. 

Steve Taylor was the third Hot 
Hatch winner in three races. With 
defending champion Stuart 
Cooling unable to get a place in the 
overflowing Yokohama/Hot Hatch 
entry, Taylor outpaced Jason 
Jackson and Zan Marseilles in a 
Ford Fiesta XR2 one-two-three.

Williams clear in his Westfield, 
Purvis spent many frustrating laps 
stuck behind the V8-engined 
Dutton of Paul Barker.

ilverstone’s new 
International circuit, 
which hosts its first 
race meeting this 
weekend, brings the 
number of RACMSA- 
licenced car tracks at

race events have been staged in 
recent seasons. 

The 2.215-mile newcomer, 
which marries the best parts of the 
National (formerly Club) and Grand 
Prix circuits, is an altogether more 
flowing course, which will satisfy 
competitors in most classes. 

It also provides some interesting 
overtaking opportunities on its 
wide new section, which broadly 
follows the northern end of the 
popular South circuit, itself a 
popular testing facility for 
professional teams in the past. 

The BRDC’s | season-opener, 
which inaugurates the track, 
showcases the opening rounds of 
the British Formula 3, TVR Tuscan, 
Porsche Supercup, National GT, 
Rover Turbo Cup, Rover Sports 
1600, Caterham, BRC FF1600, 
Saloon and Mini championships. In 
short, it promises wall-to-wall 
quality racing action over two days. 
And much more besides. 

It’s an awesome bill and, judging 
by driver reaction to the circuit 
from its first test sessions, one 


which no dyed-in-the-wool racing 
fanatic or new spectator will want 
to miss. If you've not been t 
Silverstone recently, it will Be

The approach to Becketts is 
exciting because you have to go 
Gown rapadiy from fifth gcar to 
second after darting through the 
135mph Maggotts swoops, at the 
same time getting hard on the 
brakes for the new and very sharp 
Becketts. It's very easy to lock the 
lightiytoaded inside front wheel, 
which makes turning.in trickier. 

Accelerating hard on the exit, 
you snatch third gear on the first 
apex of the chicane and fourth on 
the second, keeping the throttle flat 
and using all of the track’s width for 
maximum momentum onto the 
downhill section. It’s a good feeling 


as you go over the rise - you just 
shimmy through it - then build to 
about 137-138mph. 

‘The hairpin is tighter than I 
thought at first, but very open, so 
you can get on the brakes very late. 
Feeding the power in to get a good 
exit is essential as you power uphill, 
on the original Grand Prix track and 
under the vehicle bridge, rather 
than use the more recent Formula 1 
chigane at Club. 

‘This makes Bridge corner 
quicker than before, about 
125mph. The track is longer and 
more fun that the National circuit, 
and a good test of drivers. Ralph 
Firman and Jamie Davies will 
certainly be among my main title 
rivals, but with Guy Smith, my team 
mate Nicolas Minassian and so 
many other good drivers there too, 
it’s difficult to predict the outcome 
of the first race in a long season.

perspective from his Rollcentre 
Racing TVR Tuscan. Having set the 
class benchmark of 1m26.49s

clear run on Saturday. 

‘It’s a very exhilarating track in 
something with a bit of grunt like 
the 450bhp Tuscan, says Short.

It's as quick as the Grand 
Prix track there, but then you have 
to brake like buggery to get the car 
slowed for the tight right-hander (a

data logger) onto the new section. 

‘Somebody with his chassis set- 
up right, a good technique and a bit 
of balls will be at a big advantage. It 
may be possible, if very hairy, to

outbrake the guy holding the racing 
line on the inside, but it is probable 
with a bit of power-squirting and 
scrabbling for grip that he could 
regain the initiative on the exit. 

‘The chicane is essentially single- 
file, and I predict it will alter the 
complexion of many multi-class 
races over the season, because it’s 
inevitable that the leaders will get 
baulked if they encounter a gaggle 
of cars as they come to lap them. 

‘With a clear run, the long left 
kink afterwards is a major corner in 
a TVR. I was almost pulling the 
same G-forces there as I was 
through Bridge, which I was taking 
at 100mph in the damp, having 
braked down from 125mph. 

‘But before that, the long run 
down to Farm hairpin is the fastest 
part of the circuit in a Tuscan, at 
149-150mph, a fraction quicker 
than the approach to Copse - the 


only rotten corner on the track! T 
surface on the new bit is ve 
smooth, and seemed to offer go: 
grip considering its age. 

‘Actually, it’s a lot less scary th 
I'd imagined, because the track’s 
wide there. 

‘There will be some fran 
outbraking manoeuvres there, ! 
sure, but unless you are a comple 
idiot - or are helped - you wor 
visit the huge run-off area.

ast Wednesday I made my annual 
pilgrimage up the M1 toa cold, 
damp miserable Donington Park 
for the launch of the 1996 Auto 
Trader RAC Touring Car 
Championship. it's my third such 
trip and I knew what to expect. 
Together with the 300 or so 
gathered press from all over the world, I 
would hear of the outstanding success of the 
championship and its appeal to 
manufacturers, sponsors and punters. 

Rumours of bigger and better TV deals 
would be validated by TOCA MD Alan Gow, 
while his popular PR man Jonathan Gill would 
charge around in the background making sure 
everyone is happy. 

And we would be, because we've all grown 
very fond of the BICC. We all appreciate that 
for once in the avaricious world of 
motorsport, everyone is getting a good deal, 
and when we all meet up for the start of 
another season, there are an awful lot of 
smiling faces and geniality around the place; 
even my cynicism is put on hold. 

Let's start with the press, usually a grumpy 
crew who get the quotes they 
need from a press release and 
leave straight after the free 
lunch. Not on Wednesday. 
Deadlines will have to wait, 
because TOCA make sure they 
don't just get to talk to the 
drivers, but they get to know 
them intimately, in their place 
of work. Each team is told to go 
to the trouble and expense of 
equipping one car with a spare 
seat and they duly do. 

Each driver is told he will 
spend some five hours behind 
the wheel of his racing car 
giving wide-eyed pressmen 
something special to 
remember, and they duly (and 
happily) do so. Murray Walker 


summed it up when he staggered bright eyed 
and grinning from ear to car out of Jo 
Winkelhock’s smoking BMW. 

‘Basically most of us are frustrated racing 
drivers, but we know these guys can do ita 
bloody sight better. So this kind of experience 
gives us the chance to feel that slim margin 
between staying on and going off, without the 
fear. You see, I’m thinking to myself; “Well Jo 
knows me, he doesn’t need to impress me, 
he’s probably only giving seven tenths, I'm 
safe with him.” Jo might have other ideas, but I 
don't want to know them! 

Then it’s the manufacturers turn to smile. 
They are getting value for money with 
increased primetime TV exposure. Alan Gow 
confirms rumours that in 1997 the TV 
package will be bigger and better than ever.
